VOTERS IGNORE PROJECTIONS 


The TV networks' early projections of Ronald Reagan's 
victory had virtually no effect on voter turnout, according to a 
study directed by Dr. William Adams of The George Washington 
University. 

Adams announced today (Nov. 8) that his election-night 
survey of 1,256 voters and non-voters in Oregon found that only a 
miniscule fraction of the non-voters blamed their failure to vote 
on early TV pronouncements of a Reagan sweep. 

"We could find no evidence that the early announcement 
depressed turnout anywhere near the extent that has been 
popularly believed," said Adams. "This is an emotional issue and 
millions of Americans object to the networks projecting the 

winner hours before the _ pol.ls close in many parts of the 

country," Adams commented. "However, our research was unable to 
uncover any sign of significant damage in Oregon due to 
projections."

Maior Findings 


• When 639 non-voters (who were registered to vote) were 
asked "What would you say was the main reason you did 
not vote today?" -- fewer than 3% of them said they 
were influenced by TV projections. This proportion 
constitutes less than one-quarter of one percent of 
the potential electorate. 

• Four out of ten non-voters (39%) said they had heard 
(directly or indirectly) before 8 p.m. about the TV 
verdicts of Reagan's victory. 

• Those who had heard the projections before 8 p.m. were 
then prompted with the question: "Did this news make 
you feel any less interested in voting, any more 
interested in voting, or no different?" They 
overwhelmingly respondended that it made "no differ¬ 
ence." Only 7% of the total sample of non-voters 
heard the news and said it made them feel "less inter¬ 
ested in voting," while 3% said it made them feel 
"more interested." 

• Those few who said they were discouraged from voting 
by the projections favored Reagan by 61% and favored 
the incumbent Democratic- Congressman Les AuCoin by 
56%. In both instances, the tiny handful of "discour¬ 
aged" voters resembled the electorate at large. They 
were not disproportionately disillusioned Mandale 
partisans. 




METHODOLOGY 


• The narrow 1980 defeat of Congressman A1 Ullman 
in the Portland, Oregon area was widely blamed 
on early network projections. This study 
returned to the scene of the alleged crime. It 
focused on another Portland area district with a 
Democratic incumbent (Les AuCoin) was locked in 
a close race for re-election (against Bill 
Moshofsky). 

• A total of 1,256 telephone interviews were 
conducted with registered voters -- 639 with 
those who were eligible but did not vote and 617 
with voters. 

• All interviews were conducted between 8 p.m. and 
10 p.m. P.S.T. on election-night. This is the 
largest election-day survey of non-voters ever 
conducted. 

• Past studies on the subject have had three 
serious shortcomings: Timing (most have been 
attempted months after election day), shortage 
of key respondents (most studies have had only a 
few dozen completed interviews with registered 
voters who did not vote), and neglect of 
Congressional consequences (most studies have 
ignored this key issue). This study was 
designed to remedy all three defects. It was 
conducted on election day, surveyed a large 
number of registered voters who did not vote, 
and examined the implications of projections on 
a close Congressional race. 


CONTEXT 


The study is entirely non-partisan; both Democrats and 
Republicans have cooperated to make it possible. This 
independent research is supported entirely by a small grant 
from the George Washington University Committee on 
Research; it has received no partisan, foundation, TV 
network or other broadcast funding. 
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Director of the Oregon study is William C. Adams. Profes¬ 
sor Adams is editor of four volumes of studies of mass 
media and politics: Television Coverage of the 1980 Presi - 
dentia 1 Campaign (Ablex, 1983); Television Coverage of 
International Affairs (Ablex, 1982); Television Coverage of 
the Middle East (Ablex.
